At 15 
he ran away to sea on a sailing ship 
as deck boy. His first voyage was 
from Liverpool to _Bombay, 144 
days. Bombay to Calcutta, 75 days, 
Calcytta to New York, 244 days, 
New York to Liverpool,.30 days. 


Mr. Wood continued a sailor’s 
life for 9 years and tells us that 
when signing on for a voyage the

‘Whooper From Extinction 


According to some naturalists it is 


“just a matter of time” 


until there will be no more Whooping Cranes eto grace the skies 
of North America. Yet, it was only a comparatively short time 
ago that these beautiful, large birds flew in great numbers, un- 


molested between their summer and winter homes. 


Now the 


chances of seeing’ one on the wing. are extremely small. 


Naturalists are greatly concerned 
over this situation, not only because 
this one particular species of bird is 
on the very brink of extinction, but 
primarily because the same tragedy 
might well, one by one, overtake 
other forms of wildlife. It thas in 
the past—an_example being the Buf- 
falo-.which.used to roam eur western 
plains in great herds.

Preserving the Whooping Crane 
from extinction should be of special 
interest to the people of this prov- 
ince, for Saskatchewan is the real 
home and original ‘nesting ground of 
the bird. It was conservatively esti- 
mated there were 1,300 species nest- 
ing in this part of the country dur- 
ing the summers of the early 1900's. 
Now, there are less than 25 in exis- 
tence. 
_Nests were situated in large 
marshes, made of dead vegetation 
and debris about five feet in diame- 
ter, rising a foot or more above the 
U.S. Fish and ‘Wildlife Service. The 
Whooping Crane is not a sociable 


. bird, and as a result of \settlers 


penetrating west and north: into the’ 
province, they were slowly forced intg 
the colder northern regions unsatis- 
factory for their own reproduction 
and survival. ” ‘

winters -in' the coastal regions of 
Texas and Northern Mexico, so that

The director of the Plant Industry 
Branch, R. E. McKenzie, said three 
grasses recommended for the first 
time last year for use in Saskatche- 
wan, will be given their first wide- 
spread practical tests in the demon- 
strations.

Otherwise ||In Far North 


Show Yield High 


EDMONTON. sin Th A. Gilbey, 
officer in charge of the federal 
agriculture department's experi- 
mental sub-station at Port Simp- 
son, Northwest Territories, says 
far north wheat yields of from 
45 to 50 bushels an acre have 
been obtained on observation 
tests. : 

Fort Simpson is about 825 miles 
north of Edmonton. 

Mr. Gilbey: said horticultural crops 
hold a.primary interest in work at 
the Fort Simpson station. The part 
played by vegetables in raising the 
standard of living in northern com- 
munities is realized, along with the 
need of “bullding up scientific data. 

Mr, Gilbey said experiments also 
have been made with forage crops 
and cereals. The station has a, poul- 
try flock and has .made a start on 
hog raising. 

The grain observation -trials were 
made with wheat, oats and_ barley. 
The station comprises 85 acres, 50 
of which are under cultivation. 

Mr, Gilbey and’ his wife are sold on 
the possibilities of the northland. 
Mrs. Gilbey was amazed when she 
first saw the lush wild strawberries 
and beautiful wild roses the land pre- 
duces during its average of 86 frost- 
free days. 

There is a pressing need for gar- 
den vegetables and potatoes, need 
which the Gilbeys say will be strong- 
er when mineral discoveries bring de- 
velopment of the area and a. bigger 
population,
